tons ; from which it will be seen that the 
freight carried through the Sault SteM rig 
Canal during the season of navigation, 
1891, exceeded in bulk that carried through 
the Suez Canal, which was open for the 
whole year. Thenumber of vessela that 
went through the Suez Canal in 1891 was 
4,207, with a total tonnage of 12,217,986 
tons, being an average tonnage of 2,904 
tons, while the average tonnage of the 
vessuls passing through the Sault Ste 
Marie Canal was 862 tons. There is, of 
course, no comparison as regards value of 
freight, that through the Suez Canal being 
upwards of $300,000,000 annually i but 
considering that the Suez Canal will ac- 
commodate the largest vessels, and is used 
more orless by the mercantile world, 
some idea can be gathered of the business 
done through the Sault Ste Marie Canal 
and of the importance of sprouting ad- 
ditional accommodation. The proportion 
of freight tonnage carried by Canadian 
vessels was: in 1887, 7 per cent ; in 1888 
6 per cent{; in 1889, 4 per cent ; in 1890, 
34 per cent. , 
The most important line of Canadian 
boats using the Sault canal is the one run- 
ning between Owen Sound and Port Arthur 
in connection with the Oanadian Pacific 
Railway, the steamers Munitoba, Alberta 


Next to 
these are the Monarch and United Empire, 
of the Beatty line, running between Port 
Arthur and Sarnia. The largest Canadian 
freighters are the Rosedale and Algonquin, 
running between Montreal, Kingston and 
Port Arthur.

The now bark 
Auchmountain, with 20 tons of gunpowder 
on board, had been lying at anchor in tho 
Firth of Clyde, off Greenock. Those per- 
sons who happened to be looking in tho 
direction of the bark say they paw 
pu ediaiy flash of light, which was 
followed by ao concussion that shook 
thoearth ‘hen a donse smoke arose and 
when it lifted a little it was seen the bark 
liad been blown to pieces. Her poop deck, 
hatches and deckhouses were blown to an 
immense height, while her masts wero 
broken off, falling alongside the wreck. 
The Soba ene forecastle was blown out and 
the whole forward part of the vesse) was 
torn to pieces, Aft, the destruction was 
as complete, Above the water line the 
planking was blown out, leaving luge holes, 
while below many of the butts were started 
and tho water poured in in torrents. 

On shore the effects of tho explosion were 
extensive. The windows of houses and 
shops along the water front were shatterod, 
and some of the houses swayed to and fro 
as though moved by an earthquake. A 
patie ar feature of the accident is that no- 

vody aboard the bark was killed, although 
soine of the crew were badly burned and 

ouliers were thrown ito the water. No ex- 
planation of the accident has yet been 
advanced, 

A despatch from Glasgow, which is 2244 
miles from this port, says that the explo- 
sion was heard there. ‘The people of Glas- 
gow thought it was an earthquake, Re-+ 
ports from various places near here say that 
windows were shattered in « great number 
of houses within a radius of five miles, !

THE OUTBREAK IN NEW YORK. 


Mayor Grant Connsels the People to Pat 
Trust in the Health Board, 


| New York, Sept. 16.—After a lengthy 
yesterday with President 
Wilson of the Health Department and 
“President Porter of the Department- of 
Charities and Correction on the outoreak 
of cholera in this city, Mayor Grant gave 
out the following: 
Mayor's Ovrice, Sept. 15. 

To the Public: 


‘The dreaded cholera has appeared in this 
city, and the Health Departwent has so far 
shown its ubility to urrest the discuse 
promptly. 

The Health Department and the Depart- 
ment of Charities aud Corrections are fully 
equipped to arrest and care for every ease 
and stamp it out of the inimediate locality 
in which itis discovered. 

The proclamati goes on to say that 
reception hospitals, with doctors and nurses, 
are all cquippet aud ready to receive and 
isolate cach case as it is discoverod; that 
physicians sare closely watching the 
thickly populated tenement dis- 
triets; that the federal and — state 
authorities have established quarantine 
stations for those coming from abroad; 
that the Chamber of Commerce is taking 
active measures to lend assistance; that no 
energy or needed expen ~« will be want- 
ing, aud that excessive fe.. on the part of 
the public ig not justified. 

The mayor calls for confidence in all 
theso provisions to care for the public, The 
record of the pastin stamping out typhus 
and other infectious diseases, the procla- 
wation reads, should jnatify faith in the 
ability of the health departinent to master 
the monster cholera that has come to us 
from foreign lands. Cholera, it says, ia 
neither infectious nor contagious within 
the common meaning of the words,nor ia it, 
in the language of ominent authority, as 
dangerous na diseases that are constantly 
in our midst,* The public will be intel- 
ligently advised as to the progress of the 
lisease, ‘Lhe puper closes: 

‘Rest assured thatall will be done by the 
Authorities to meet every emergency, aud 
with the confidence of the public and their 

uid in enforcing sanitary regulations the 
cholera will be mastered, health restored 
and peace, good order and happiness main: 
tained.”

of the day at quarantine was the revolt “of 
the cabin passengers of the Wyoming, who 
refused to go to Fire Island on tho steamnor 
sont for them, ‘I'he second cabin and steer 
g¢ passengers on the same whip lave issued 
“appeals to the public Praying that they bo 
released from quarautine, The Uuitod 
States of Colombia, having establishod « 
quarantine at Colon against all vossels com 
ing from Now ety the Central 
and = South Amorican Consuls, and 
the Pacific Mail Steamship Company 
esterday sent a protest to the Co- 
umbian Minister at Washington and the 
Panama Railroad notified the Columbian 
Government that tho establishment of the 
quarantine at Colon was a violation of the 
company’s charter rights. Unusual quiet 
was obsorved at the office of the Hoalth 
Board yesterday morning. President 
Wilson aud Dr, Bryant were in 
consultation, for two or threo hours, 
but they said later that no busi- 
nvas of importance was transacted, Sanitary 
Superintendent Edson reported that he lind 
sent ao note to the president of the Belt 
Line horse car company, directing the re- 
moval of filthy mats from the floors of the 
company's cars and commanding a general 
cleansing of the cars, No reply had been 
received from the company, and no im- 
provement in the condition of the cars was 
noticeable, Dr, Edson said. He was 
directed to inform the company that the 
Heulth Board would stop the running of 
Wyekoate if the orders were not complied 
with, 

President Martin of the Polico Board and 
Dr. Edaon later went to see Police Superin- 


tendent Byrnes and red uasted him to direct

the police to inspect the cars of all the

Lonoxto, Sept, £1.—The people in 
Toronto who sympathize with what in 
«nown as the loyal minority in Ire 
land turned out “in strong force Just 
night at the anti-Home Rule meeting in 
the Auditorium The audience was not 60 
large as that which attended the Blake de: 
monmtration the provions night ju Hortioul: 
tural Davilion, but the Auditorium had all 
that it could accommodate with woating and 
standing room. It was crowded from pit 
to topinost gallery, In point of enthusiasm 
the wutis were able to work Up just as much 
ns did the Homo Rulers at their meeting, 
if not more, : 
The decorations were simple, consisting 
purely of the Union Jacks and tho Cana. 
dian ensign, a dozen or so of which wore 
distributed about the platform, 
The Chairmau's Supporters, 
Promptly at 8 o'clock Ald. Bell stepped 
upon the platform and just os promptly 
was voted to the chair amid loud applause, 
Among those on the platform with bim 
were: Rev, Alexander Cuthbert of Col- 
lege-nquare, Belfast; Mr. Aloxunder Ast 
rich of Cork, J. Cuthbert, J.P. of Coleraine 
Lreland; Bighop Campbell, Jamos LL 
Hughes, Ex-Mayor Boaty, Dr, Oronhya- 
tekha, Ald, Bailey, W. Douglas Armour. 
N. Clarke Wallace, M.P., Roy, W. 
Blackstock, C. F. Gallagher, Jolin MecMil- 
lan, James McMaster, John Beatty, Roy. W, 
Brookinan, William Burton, R.B. Elgie, Johu 
Milla, G. H. Evans, E. J. 8.

A Voice from Belfast 
Rey. Alexander Cuthbert of Belfast was 
the first speaker, and he was received with 
tumultuous applause. His speech was 
Vigorous and touched responsive chords in 
the hearts of the audience, ‘Mr, Chuir- 
man and friends,” he began, ‘1 assure you 
it gives me groat pleasure to take an 
humble part in this magnificent demonstra- 
tion, It proves that you are interested in 
my native country, Ireland, and it also 
proves to me that all Canadians are not in 
favor of Home Rule. I think i+ has been 
said that four-fifths were in favor, 
but I don’t believe it. (Cries of yes” 
and -no” and interruption in rear.) 
[love Ireland and Irishmen. [Applause.} 
1, personally, who haye studied this sub- 
ject (Home Rule) have come to the conclu- 
sion that Mr. Gladstone's policy would be 
disastrous, I don’t know how many of you 
are in favor of Home Rule, but I can assure 
yee that 99 per cent. of the people of Ulster 
pave said that we will not have Home 
Role, [Tumultuous applause.) And tho 
reason is we will not have it, We believe 
that Home Rule would mean to a certain 
extent Rome Rule. (Cheers.) And 
we have had that proven in 
inany events in the history of Ircland. One 
example. Wo hear of toleration, We 
hear that the Roman Catholic Church has 
been tolerant. I ask yen to point out one 
place, where that church has had the power, 
it there has been religious liberty.” He 
held that it was on the contrary, for in 
some parts of Ireland the peasant had to 
take his politics from the Catholic Church. 
Logie and Sarcasm, 


Mr. Douglas Armour was called upon to 
move the first resolution, A sarcastic vein 
ran through his address, “Mr. Chairman, 
ladies and gentlemen,—I havo much 
pleasure in greeting to-night the 
unenlightened, the uninformed and un- 
educated; and altogether very much 
to be pitied remnant who did not believe 
in Home Rule for Ireland. (Laughter,) As 
ut present advised on the subject if I am 
the only one in Canada to remain uncon- 
verted, I shall remain unconyerted.”

SHOT HIMSELF IN THE HEAD. 


A Young Farmer of Trafalgar Town- 
ship Commits Satcide, 

Oakvitie, Sept, 21.—Robert Stewart, 
aged 32, was found in his home Saturday 
evening with # bullet hole through lis head 
and his body in a terrible state of decom- 
position, The facts are somewhat singular, 
Stewart lived with his mother on sixth line, 
Trafalgar Township, about 5}¢ miles north- 
west from here. He had lately been om- 
ployed with John Johnstone of Postville iu 
the threshing business. His mother went a 
little over @ week ago tothe Toronto exhibi- 
tion, and at the same time to visit her 
daughter, residing in that city. 

Last Saturday evening one of the women 
of the neighborhood was walking by S ew- 
art's house and noticed a very unpleasant 
odor. Some neighbors went to the louse, 
forced open the door, went upstairs aud be- 
held a dreadful sight. Stewart's body was 
lying across the bed with a ballet hole in 
his head, A 32-calibre revolver was found 
on the floor loaded,and one chamber empty, 
The dead man was dressed in bis beat 
clothes complete. 

A note was found on a table in the same 
room in his Pend wane dated Wednesday 
morning at 7 o'clock. It merely stated he 
wished to be buried as ho was at Omagh, 
and not to search his pockets. His pockets 
were examined, but nothing of importance 
found. The funeral took AS Sunday af- 
ternoon, an inquest being deemed uaneces- 
sary, His mother wasnot home for the 
funeral. Stewart was last soen at Drum- 
quin on Tuesday, 

Why deceased took such a des 
is not exactly known, 
ever, that a reverse in love was the prime 
cause, art had been yery attentive to 
Ss young lady for some time.
